To clean raisins and cnrrania, 
roll in Hour, and then pick off all 
large stalk*, ir currania are wash- 
ed, tboy must be dried before be- 
ing added to cakes. 

When pouring hot fruit Into a 
glass dish, place the latter on a 
wet cloth. This |ireveiil8 any 
chance of Iho glass cracking, jvhich 
would otherwise be very likely to 
happen.
